Nebraska, Texas and Missouri also 
were hit. 
Schools Are Closed 
The swirling clouds, which late 
today reached Kansas City, were 
viewed 
by 
R. T. Throckmorton, 
head of the Kansas State college 
agronomy department, as spelling 
doom for the big wheat acreage in 
western Kansas. 
He said not even 
rain now would check devastation 
in the brought-ridden sector, a ma­ 
jor source of the nation’s wheat. 
Many schools and stores were 
closed in Colorado and Kansas. The

Has., was shut down for the third 
consecutive day. 
More than IOO families have de­ 
serted Cimarron and Texas coun­ 
ties in the northwestern Oklahoma 
Panhandle.

"The Treatment of 
tho 
More 
Common Speech Defect” was the 
subject of tin intensely interesting 
talk given by J. H. Shipman of the 
Escanaba high school faculty, be­ 
fore members of

Woman's club, meeting at th** Jun­ 
ior high school Wednesday after 
noon. 
Mr Shipman In his talk present­
